Baptism is either the last condition for salvation^ or the 
first duty of the Christian! 

We have shown in thia column an overwhelming number 
of passages whore faith is not only mentioned, but is repeatedly 
[ said to accomplith salvation, and where nothing is said of 
baptism. Faith is not just nacassary; it is sufficient. It automatic- 
ally implie* repentance and calling on the Lord. They are all 
essentiillv the same in kind: conversion. But baptism is different 
in kind. It is a work, which is spocifically excluded as a condition 
of salvation. “No»t by works of righteousness which we have 
done, but according to his mercy He saved us” (Titus 3:5). It is 
expressly said in tho many verses we hive shown that salvation 
comes without works. But baptism is a work. 

The only way to find consistent meaning In all Bible passages 
on this question is to let conversion be the condition of salvation, 
and baptism the first duty of a Christian, considering the eight 
or ten verses that seem to teach baptismal salvation as vivid, 
figurative language like the statements on foot -wishing, cross- 
bearing, and the Supper, which we do not take literally. If you 
are going to take everything literally, you’d better have a wooden 
cross and bread and wine ready to give the believer as soon as he 
steps out of the baptismal waters! According to the language 
used, they are just as necessary as baptism: 

The Bible says, “Whosoever belie voth (honestly, with his own 
senses) that Jesus is the Chrift is born of God’’ (1 John 5:1). It 
also says. “Evory on# that loveth is bom of God and knoweth 
<1 John 4 7) There are multitudes who uo <iu ■ to 
these varses are saved— yet they have not gone down under the 
baptismal waters. Are they all loot because they lack the cere- 
mony, even though they have the oonverted attitude? “No”! 
Surely the experience of love is mor# wide-spread than the c* 
perience of immersion!

Ahib went home, went to bed 
turned his face to the wall and 
refused to eat. hut his wife 
.Terebel said anvTt you the king. 
Get up. I'll give you Nahot vine- 
yard So Jezebel began one of I 
her most vicious crimes of hers 
A feast giv^ in Nahot’s 
honor He was lifted up among 
the peonle When the feast was , 
going good, everyone enjoying 
himself The time, came for the 
plan of action was at hand when 
two sons of Belial came for- 
ward with their accusation His 
crime, he hid blasphemed God 
and the King. Nahot was slain, 
stoned to death, slain while his 
family looked on.
